And 
it is emphatically a newsy paragraph to 
the people of Atlanta, who neyer heard 
of either the broken-nosed Miss Blair 
or the ungenerous Mr. Whetstone. 
But we are willing to know them, and 
perhaps after the paragraph has ap» 
peared in the press of the country the 
second or third time we will believe the 
whole of it. 


SOME WORDS FOR THE PEOPLE. 

In another column we prini an artic 
cle, in which a hasty review is made 
of the present status in the yarious 
congressional districts. 

Whiie the election is yet several 
months off, one thing is already appa~ 
rent, and that is that we shall hayean 
unusual number of independent 
candidates. There is no room 
to doubt that the banner cf revolt 
will be flounted in every district, and 
that it will be borne by sturdier 
hands than have usually carried 
the nondescript rag. It is not improba- 
bled that there will be a concert of 
action among the various leaders, and 
that en attempt Will be made to wrest 
the state from the control of the demo~ 
cratic party. It is certain that a vigor 

ous attempt will be made in each dis- 
trict to take charge of things outside of 
the party. 

We have shown repeatedly how nec- 
essary it is to preserve the dscipline 
and organization of the party. Ina 
late ar.icle we ghowed that it was 
especially necessary to send 
straight party democrats to the 
house from Georgia because a 
change of 1,000 votes in the north 
might change the complexion of the 

lower half of congress. It 1s not neces- 
sary to discuss this matter further at 
present this morning. And the purpose 
of this article is to call attention to an~ 
other danger. A danger quite as seri- 
ous aa the other—and one that lies at 
the bottom of it. 

It is this. The conventions called in 
the various districts must make the very 
best possible nominations. They must 
put forward perfectly unexceptionable 
men, and men who do not depend upon 
a negative record, and who have 
no positive strength—those of 
intellect, statesmanship, resources and 
pure character and reputation must be 
made our standard bearers or our 
standard wiil fall into the dust. There 
is no use dieguising the fact that the 
time has pasved when the simple seal 
of a democratic convention will give a 
bers naan te Pete pk Scranton 
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the people themeelves take charge of 
the meetings to elect delegater, and see 
that good men are sent up from every 
mablitia district of every country. Let 
us have it no longer so that an inde- 
pendent can charge with apparent truth 
that a convestion is backed by 
but a handful of constituents, and that 
proxies may be picked up for the ask~ 
ing by a designing politician. Let 
every county have a full representa- 
tion, and send sensible properly ac- 
credited delegatvs. If thisis done, the 
fignt can be whipped throughout the 
state. The nominee of such a conven- 
tion cannot be beaten. This is the 
only rule, however, by which we may 
count upon euccess. 


“SOUTHARN CLAIMS "’ 


The republican party, defeated on 
«very practical issue, has de/iberately 
set at work to regain favor by raising a 
clamor about “southern claims.” The 
lowest republican estimate of claims 
pending is $150,000,000, and this large 
sum is used to siiow that the prospect- 
ive figures will <ioubtless be among the 
billions. We give a paragraph from 
the Chicago Tost to show the average 
gait of the republican shrieker of the 
period : 

The New York Tribune furnishes a list by 
title, of the bills and petitions now pending in 
congress asking ‘vr appropriations for southern 
improvements, auc to compensaie the south fer 
losses sustained during the war. The claims for 
indireet damages to property, public and pri- 
vate, are purposely jeft blank in vaiuation ; put 
reliabie investigation proves that not less than 
$150,000,0:0 are covered by the pepera herein 
referred to. The $150,000,000 now before con- 
gress wou!d be ewolien to indefinite proportions, 
if the floodgates wore ouce opencd. National 
indebiedness wotiitt be the ou'coms, to an ex- 
tent impossible new to predict, and then would 
follow a corresponding decrease in credit. The 
inevitable result of this demoralizing financ.el 
assault would be tie bankruptcy of the nation. 
This is no longer # partisan subject. Party lines 
dwari befure the possibility of such disaster. 
Aside from the Guestions of how, by whom, or 
why these demands are made. looms up the 
vital inquiry: Can the nation assume so gi- 
gantic a debt and yet live? 

As it is well known that tne bills for 
southern harbors and rivers are not a 
tithe of similar bills for northern im«* 
provements, it is not worth the while 
to discuss thai part of the charges 
which the republican party in its ne~ 
cessity is actively engaged in trumping 
up. We have « word to say however 
about the claims “to compensate the 
south for Josses sustained during the 
war.” These are what are known as 
“private war claims.” We repudiate 
them from the first to the last—and 
this we do in the name 0of 
southern’ people. They are in 
great part fraudulent; but whether 
genuine Or frauuulent, they are almost 
without exception in the hands of 
northern specuiators, or of men living 
in the south who were not and are no: 
ofthe south. The basis of these claims 
is “loyalty” to (be Uxited States during 
the war. | 

The attempt to excite the country 
over these claiinsy is preposterous, If 
the republican party, sinverely de- 
sires tokeep down such clximas, let its 
representatives vote persisiently and 
consistently against every one that 
comesup. If they will do this, they 
fhey will find that will be 
handsomely secunded by the very 
southern members who introduced 
the bills. Such bills are as a rule in- 
troduced “by request,” and there need 
be no fear that southern members will 
be offanded by their defeat. 

The truth is, the democratic house o‘ 
the last congress passed very few of these 
bills, and we hope that the preseat 
house will pase stil! Jess. ‘The whole 
business was concocted by republicans, 
and has found its chief strength in that 
party. Itissafe to say that nineteen 
out of every twenty of these bills that 
have become laws since the war, are 
directly chargeable to the republican 
party. This is the truth, the whole 
truth; and avy aitempt to put 
on the south or the  demo- 
cratic party the responsibility for 
these private warclaims is a trans- 
parent and unmitigated fraud. The 
south repudiates them; and we hope 
southern representatives wili hereafter 
remove all basis of cffence by refusing 
to even present such bills. Let these 
“loyal” bills seek “ioyal” outlets. They 
prejudice the few bills for improve- 
ments that the south needs, and for 
that reason, if mo other, sheuld be re- 
mitted to the party that began the 
business and has supported it ever 
gince. That party cannot unload ts 
gins on the south. 


BEFORE THE CONGRESS. 
The warlike preparations continue in 
Europe. The Thessalian ‘nsurgents 
refuse to surrender or even ‘o consider 
terms of peace; Servia refuses to accept 
the San Stefano treaty, and Roumania 
hos become strongly anti-Russian. The 
head of the last named government is 
a member of the Hohenzollern family, 
and it may be that the manner in 
which Russia bas treated Roumania 
will make a difference in (termany’s 
action at the congress, Russia herself 
is building torp».lo boats, and England 
is full of the bustle of ante»war prepa- 
rations. Count Andrassy has secured 
& war subsidy of 60,000 000 florins, the 
Hungarian dejegation supporting it 
unanimously ; hut just now Austria i 
not as much disposed towards an alli 
ance with England as she was. Wha&t 
has brought about the change—if sugh 
be the case~—no one knows. 
The truth is, we are alla good 
in the dark. The terms of the tr 
have not yet come to hand, and Pri 
Bismarck will not issue iny:tations 
the congress until an official ropy of the 
treaty has been received and digested. 
No one therefore knows when the con- 
gress wil] assemble, or whether it will 
be assembled atall. An impression 
prevails that it will be called together 
during the first week in April, and that 
in the absence of all agreement, it wil! 
discuss any provision of the treaty that. 
any power warts discussed with a view 
of deciding whether it involves a ques- 
tion that ought to be settled by the 
conference. It is more than probable 
that the body will not be much 
more than a debating society—-that each 
power will reserve ultimate liberty of 
action—that xnothing but unan- 
imity of action will vitaliz» its pro: 
ceedings. We still believe, however, 
that peace wiil be maintained. We 
base this belief cn Germany’s inclina- 
tion to preserve peace, on Rassia’s in- 
ability to raise money fora long war 
with a great maritime power like Env 
gland, and on England’s inability to do 
much on land. 
The past week has perhape develop-~ 
ed one new fact-—Greece is to be ad- 
mitted in some form to the conference. 
The Greeks are dreaming of Grecian 
unity. Statistice show that. there are 
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zantine idea is of E n,to se! 
English purposes. It has little to com- 
mend it. The modern Greek, like the 
ancient Greek has not shown much po- 
litical aptitude. He is a stranger to 
good government or to good manage~ 
ment of any kind. The glory of ancient 
Greece is not of an executive nature, 
and our latter-day Greece is and proba- 
bly always will be a nonentity. Russia 
needs and arsuredly will yet secure 
Constantinople. It naturally belongs 
to her, and Greece will have to be con- 
tent with what little territory the pow- 
ers think it best to give her from the 
restless Grecian provinces of Turkey. 

But all these questions belong to the 
conference, and until that meets the 
air will be full of rumors. The diplo- 
matic see-saw is now in full operation. 
It gives us more of war than of peace; 
but back of all the smoke may be seen 
Germany, cool and quiet, a complete 
master of the situation. If the Ger- 
map Kaiser desires peace, peace will 
prevail throughout Europe. 


A MAiTER OF NASCESSIT Y. 


There is no doubt that Georgia is 
more richly endowed with natural re- 
sources than any state of the south, if 
not of the union. 

The more thorough the investigation 
that is made into her secrets, the more 
astonishing is the development. The 
most sanguine stories that have been 
told find more than realization in the 
‘truth when it is more known. For 
many years it has been believed that 
there was a large amount of gold de- 
posited in the mountain slopes of north 
Georgia, but the man that talked large- 
iv and hopefully of the upturning 
of this treasure was generally looked 
upon as a wild theorist. Dr. Stephen- 
son, &@ man of genius, was put down as 
crazy because he saw only.a little too 
strongly the splendid secrets of the 
earth. And yet, when the corps of 
geologists chosen from tbe ranks of 
science, went to delve in the moun- 
tains and bring their uttermost resour- 
ces to light, it was discovered that the 
half had not been told. The ungashed 
mountains hold teams of pure gold, 
and few hands have moved to lift off 
the caps and take up the treasure—and 
more yellow bullion than California 
has yet yielded lies asleep within our 
borders. 

It has always been believed that 
Georgia was @ fine agricultural state; 
but never until the statisticians had 
collected the facts was the fertility of 
her soil and the kindness ot her seasons 
made really known. Through them 
we learn that a Georgia tarmer has 
made five bales of coti:on to the acre— 
that a Georgia farmer has made over 
$2.000 of net profit in one year—that 
sheep husbandry the siate throughout 
pays better profitthan can be made 


50 per cent—that the grasses thrive here 
asin Kentucky, corn as in Iowa, cotton 
as in Mississippi, graincrops asin the 
middie s'ates—that all the fruits grow 
and ripen here to perfection—that wa- 
ter powers equalto that of Lowell, 
abound in almost every ‘county —that 
a climate equal to anyon the face of 
this earth b.esses the state through its 
length and breadth. 

Add to these things the fact that our 
people are hospitable and to the stran- 
ger generous and fair in all of their re- 
lations, and anxious io encourege the 
settlement of these waste places—that 
our taxes are low, our administr-tion 
honest and our credit the very best— 
that lands can be bought cheap, and 
homes secured for a trifle, and we have 
an argument in favor of Georgia that 
appears to be irresistible. And yet it- 
is a very doubtful question whether 
there are not more people leaving the 
state of Georgia every year than come 
into it. Iu other words, we are disposed 
to think that more people have 
left Georgia for Texas alone during the 
past twelve months than have come 
into Georgia from all quarters what~ 


ver. 
That this absurd and disastrous state 
of things can be changed is certain. 
The trouble has been heretofore that no 
effort has been made to inform the 
world oi the vastness, the richness and 
the variety of herresources. The main 
burden of carrying the message of 
Georgia’s greatness to the outside pub- 
lic has depended almost eutirely upon 
THe ConsTITuTION and, the assisting 
press of the state. Dr. Little, the 
state yeologist. and Dr. Janes, the 
state commissioner _ of agri- 
culture have commenced a good work, 
and.it they keep it up we may look 
fora reversal of the present state of 
8 ffairs, and asteady flow of immigra- 
tivu into the state. The only trouble 
appears to be the lack of funds. Ifthe 
money was only furnished in moderate 
quantity, we should reap surprising 
results. While the establishment of 
an immigration bureau is not necessa- 
ry, we bope that the legislature can 
see its way clear to allowing the exist- 
ing departments a little money each 
to spread the news of Georgia’s 
eatness.

By request he remained auother day, and 
at night gave us a histery of his 
life. The = abirct was tt encourace 
the Christian, aua ‘to prove to the wificel, by his 
own labors, that Christ even now aiiswers pray- 
er. He was bore: i): 1805 in Prussia, Lbence is 7. 
years old. 1n 1825 he entered the ‘te:man uni- 
versity of Haile, where he was edtivated lor the 
winistry. Of the uine hundred young theolo. 
gians at that time iu the uniyersity, onty three 
were pious, bimse!f not inclu-ed You know 
in Germany the re:igion is a state religion, and 
men adopt that profession for a iivelihood, as 
they would that of lawor medicine. He at last 
coucluded to devots his whole life to athe service 
of Christ, and argited that if he did this, Christ 
must support him, From that day to this, he 
has never asked «ny man fora dolisr, and yet he 
has expended miiiiious of decliars. His first 

orphan schoo! was founded in 18'i. He prayed 
for the money to build it, and after he had com 
pleted it, he told God, ‘‘now the Louse is built, 
and there are no Orphans to putin it. Send me 
orphans.’ 

* To prove that ! am workiug not formy own 
glory, but to covfucud uubelieversand help the 
poor, totally confuund me, and make my work 
come to naught fore these very infidels if I 
m seeking my ow. giory.’’ From that day to 
this the work haé« gone ou ever increasing, until 
now he is suppoctinz 75 day schoo.s, 33 Sunday 
schools, and 6 a!!! schools, tota!

000 echolars, and hs turned out 65,0(90 scholars 
todate. He sopp rts 2,250 orphaua y--arly, and 
has5 immense inatitutions, one of them con- 
taining 1.700 winijows His current expenses 
amount to $225 (00 vearly, and each one of these 
buildings cost »bout $300,000. Besides this he 
sends out about 4 (420,00 books and tracts yearly, 
and pays salaries (> teachers, etc. No wto show 
how God has aiiswered prayer, only once 
in eleven years het dinner been oae-half hour 
late.
